Judging from appearance, 
both in conversation and 
daily living, many regard obe- 
dience to Jesus as of little 
worth. They call them selves 
christians and attend Sunday 
school and religous services, 
but when it comes to the 
real vital obedience—doing 
the things He teaches in the 
Word—by their actions they 
say it is not necessary to do 
such things. 

No matter what others may 
think or do, there are those 
who esteem it a privilege and 
high honor to do all Jesus 
teaches tothe very best of 
their knowledge and _ ability. 

They believe Him to be 
the Son of God by whom 
God speaks to all the world 
today. They honor Him. 

They show their fidelity 
and love by searching for 
every sacred word that came 
from His hallowed lips and 
applying it to their lives right- 
ly divided. 

If it is necessary for a tew 
people to be thus interested 
and strict to observe His say- 
ings, is it not just as necessary 
for all to doit if all expect an 
equal share of His mercy and 
love shown them at the judg- 
ment? This point is at least 
worthy of some careful and 
prayerful consideration. 

There is one thing sure, 
that all people will have to 
appear before the judgment 
seat of Him whom some are 
so determined to obey, while 
others seem as determined to 
disobey. “For we must ALL 
appear before the judgment 
seat of Christ.” (2Cor. 5:10.) 

To make it more emphatic 
the apostle shows that these 
ALL will be composed of 
both good and bad with-no 
intermediates in the assem- 
blage. “That every one may 
receive the things done in his 
body, according to that he 
hath done, whether it be 
good or bad.” (1Cor.5:10.) 

This same apostle carries 
this analogy astep further 
and makes it appear more 
serious when he says, “know- 
ing therefore the terror of the 
Lord, we persuade men.” 
(2Cor. 5:11.) He does not 
say in plain words in this

He goes fur- 
shows that God 
knows best what is good for 
any one and so he goes into 
the fight to put down every- 
thing that shows itself against 
God’s plans, and it is in God’s 
plan for people to obey Jesus. 

Paul even goes so far as to 
show that every thought must

or woman can see that he) 
persuaded men to obey Jesus. 

Besides this, in his writings 
he plainly 
shows that he busied himself’ 
urging men to obey the Christ 
“Be ye followers 
of me, even as I also am of 
Christ,” says this noble apos- 


“And being made per- 
fect, he became the author 
of eternal salvation unto all

He rejects all 
reasonings on this point and 
insists that obedience to Jesus 


‘to Christ. This certainly 
‘brings it down to a very fine 
| point, until we are justifiable 
in saying, Obedience to Jesus 
is the great essential and all 
important duty of all people. 

It is not our purpose in this 
atticle to outline or even 
mention the commands of 
Jesus, we only wish to so 
emphasize the importance of 
obedience to our Lord that it 
will make such an impression 
on some one, yea, and many, 
that they will take a special 
interest in searching for a per- 
fect knowledge of His law, 
and having found it to never 
again break or disobey it. 

Little 4s many may regard 
this theme, it is the door to 
salvation, and then having 
entered, it is the only wall of 
protection that insures safety. 

Quite recently I heard a 
very prominent speaker say 
that you must obey the Lord 
to obtain salvation, but after 
you receive salvation you do 
not need to obey any longer. 

He illustrated his statement 
by saying that a sick man 
needs medicine when he is 





he does not need it any lon- 
ger. I do not hesitate to say 
that such a statement is a de- 
lusion of the devil, and the 
man that made it is actuated 
by satan and his hellish forces. 

One act of disobedience on 
the part of Adam plunged 
the whole human race into 
sin and wickedness. “By 
one man’s disobedience meny 
were made sinners.” (Rom. 
5:19.) At that time God spoke 
personally to Adam and told 
| him what to doand what he 
should not do. In these last 
days God speaks to us by His 
Son. (Heb. 1:2.)It is just as 
binding on us now as on 
Adam at the beginning, and 
disobedience is just as irrev- 
erent and sinful now as then. 

We have previously shown 
that revenge was already 
prepared for all acts of diso- 
bedience, and the victim will 
not be able to escape severe 
punishment. We only have 
to give a few Scriptural refer- 
ences to make this plainer 
and more emphatic. Paul 
at Eph. 5:6 reads, ‘Let no 
man deceive you with vain 
words: for because of these 
things cometh the wrath of 
God upon the children of dis- 
obedience.” Again at Col. 
3:6, “For which things’ sake 
the wrath of God cometh on 
the children of disobedience.” 











After having given special 
teaching on how God speaks 





to us in these days by 
His Son the apostle to the 
Hebrews uses a “Therefore” 
in reference to it and says, 
“Therefore we ought to give 
the more earnest heed to the 
things which we have heard, 
lest at any time we should let 
them slip.” He goes further 
and gives the reason for such 
a statement: “For if the word 
spoken by angels was stead- 
fast, and every transgression 
and disobedience received a 
just recompense of reward; 
How shall we escape?” (Heb. 
2:1-3). The inference here 
is that if you and I disobey 
Jesus on any line we cannot 
escape the wrath of God that 
comes on the children of dis- 
obedience. 

God has no pets. He 
shows no favors to any one 
more than another. The on- 
ly way we merit His favor is 
by our obedience to Christ. 
If there were any favors 
shown and any one allowed 
to escape, it surely would 
have been Adam, or David, 
or Peter. But, no sir, they 
had to endure His wrath for 
their disobedience. The 
Jews, God’s chosen people 
were cut off because they 
refused to accept and obey 
the Son of God. (Rom. 11:20) 
The angels that sinned were 
cast downto hell for their 
disobedience. (2 Peter 2:4.) 
Somdom and Gomarah are 
given as an example of God’s 
vengence on them that diso- 
bey our Savior. (Jude 7.) 

After having considered 
all these Scriptures, and not- 
ed how God disdain’s diso- 
bedience and has taken the 
pains to leave on record for 
us to read how He has pre- 
pared vengence and wrath 
forall disobedience we are 
surely on solid footing when 
we declare that every act 
of disobedience merits God’s 
displeasure, and the offender 
will be duly punished. “It 
is (indeed) a tearful thing to 
fall into the hands of the living 
God.” (Heb. 10:31. “For we 
know Him that hath said, 
Vengeance belongeth unto 
me, | will recompense, saith 
the Lord.” (Heb. 10:30.) 

In conclusion I would ad- 
vise and exhort everybody 
that loves their souls 
and their eternal well- 
fare to perfectly obey 
Jesus. I am afraid to risk 
anything else. I see no way 
tor people to get to heaven 
without obedience to Him 
that his waiting at the right 
hand of God till His enemies 


are made His footstool. He 
says, “Ye are my friends, if 
ye do whatsoever 1 com- 
mand you.” (Jon. 15:14.) This 
is the same as to say that all 
are His enemies who do not 
obey Him and He will some 
time put them under His feet. 
“The Lord Jesus shall be re- 
vealed from heaven with His 
mighty angels, in flaming fire 
taking vengeance on them 
that know not God, and that 
obey not the gospel (com- 
mands) of our Lord Jesus 
Christ: Who shall be pun- 
ished with everlasting de- 
struction from the presence 
of the Lord, and from the 
glory of his power.” (2 Thes. 
1:7-9.) 

In the face of all these 
Scriptures I don’t see how 
any body can afford to be 
negligent or refuse to obey 
any of the teaching of Jesus 
and His Holy apostles 
as they outline the 
way of saluation so plain. 
When people get this one 
thing thorughly pressed into 
their minds they will not rest 
until they are sure they have 
obeyed from the heart that 
form of doctrine delivered 
unto them. (Rom. 6:17-23.) 
This will transplant them in- 


-|to a garden where they 


willbe kept, and always 
ready to hear the midnght 
cry, “Behold the bridegroom 
cometh; go ye out to meet 


him.” (Math. 25:6.)

From our observation, we 
believe that it would be dif- 
ficult to find a point on which 
the people of God of today 
are more negligent than on 
bringing up their children. 
A little has been written on 
this subject, but so few are 
giving any attention to it. 

If parents were properly 
awake to the salvation of 
their children, we do not see 
how they could go on rejoic- 
ing in the Lord, looking for 
the coming of Jesus, with 
their children out in the 
world drifting further and 
further away, and nothing 
being done to get them saved. 
How can we allow our chil- 
dren to dress like the world 
and go with the world and 
mix and mingle with other 
children that we absolutely 
know are as far from our 
Christ and His gospel as the 
heathen over the sea? Some 
may answer, they can’t help 
it. Well if that really is the 
case it is unfortunate that such 
were ever intrusted with the 
care of children. God ex- 
pected, yea, even ordered 
that parents should control 
their children, but in these 
days of loose and empty pro- 
fessions, the children often 
control their parents, and be 
it saidto our shame, this is 
too often the case with par- 
ents that profess to serve 
God. 

The young lives are to be 
molded, fashioned, shaped 
into characters of firmness, 
purity and truth, through the 
salvation of the Lord, and 
when children are allowed 
to ‘come up” with no restric- 
tions, no religious influences 
and teaching the chances of 
their getting saved are lessen- 
ed. Godsays “bring up a 
child in the way he should 
go.” It should not be left 
for him to hunt and search 
the world over for what suits 
and pleases him, but if he has 
Christian parents they should 
be able under the power of 
the gospel to show him the 
good way and help him to 
get into it. You may say its 
ahard task, yes it is if you 
wait and undertake it after 
the child is as tall as his par- 
ents, but begin in time and 
you may succeed.

proper restrictions? Some- 
times parents disagree, and 
one would bring up the chil- 
dren for God, but the other 
stands in the way, and in this 
way the children’s souls are 
sometimes wrecked. We 
know of some today who are 
reaping what they have sown 
on this line. What a sad 
reaping to see the precious 
children damned because of 
a little neglect, or disagree- 
ment on the part of the par- 
ents. But as little as you 
may think of it that is what it 
may mean in your home. 
The children are in the 
balances, their eternal welfare 
is at stake, we cannot be too 
careful with our children. 


It is customary for us to 
make some excuse or other 
for the pride, sinful habits or 
wrong doings in our children 
but my dear parents if you 
can excuse yourself before 
God and heaven these things 
in your children good and 
well, but if you can’t you had 
better set about the task of 
showing to them the evils of 
the world’s pride and fashion 
and then see that the spirit of 
worldliness is not encouraged 
and fed in your children, al- 
so show the evil of the com- 
mon sinful habits practiced 
around them by the world, 
and see that your boys and 
girls do not take them up, 
even if you have to use the 
rod to carry your point. But 
don’t forget that it requires a 
lot of love to use the rod cor- 
rectly. It maybe the lack of 
this quality caused the failure 
you made in trying to vse the 
rod. The two go well togeth- 
er. Proper love for your 
child will call for the rod of 
correction occasionally, and 
the rod is often a hurtful im- 
plement unless you have a 
good amount of love behind 
it. 

Nothing can be more beau- 
titul on earth than a well or- 
dered Christian home. God 
emphasized the facton one 
occasion that Abraham would 
command his children and 
heusehold after him, and 
seemed to bestow special 
honors upon him for this evi- 
dence of his faithfulness to 
his God. If God ever smiled 
upon a well ordered Chris- 
tian home, He will today. 

On the other hand nothing 
can result in sorrow and mis- 
fortune more quickly than a 
mis-governed home. 


Eli’s household is perhaps 
a good illustration of such a 
home. Read 1 Sam. 3:13. al- 
so please read Deut. 6:5-10.

On Sunday morning the 
last day of April (suppose he 
means Feb.—Ed.) just be- 
fore daylight we were in the 
Gulf of Mexico on our way 
to Bradentown.
